RUNAWAY SLAVE 
Philemon 
PRINTED TEXT, Philemon 4-21 
GOLDEN TEXT—Be ye kind 
one to another, tenderhearted, for- 
giving each other, even as God also 
in Christ forgave you. Ephesians 

4:32. 

Memory Verse: Be ye kind. Eph- 
esians 4:32. 

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—This letter to Philemon 
was probably written about AD, 
63. 

Place.—The Apostle Paul wrote 
this letter during his Roman’ im- 
prisonment, and addressed it to 
Philemon who was living in Col- 
OSsae, a city in what is now known 
as Asia Minor, then called the 
Province of Asia, 


Philemon’s Love and Faith 

“I thank my God always, making 
mention of thee in my prayers. 
Hearing of thy love, and of the 
faith which thou hast toward the 
Lord Jesus, and toward all the 
-saints.” Philemon was known 
among believers for his love to 
Christ and his brethren. His love 
and trust in Christ overflowed to 
all saints. 

“That the fellowship of thy faith 
may become effectual, in the 
knowledge of every good thing 
which is in you, unto Christ.” Phile- 
mon, comparatively wealthy, gave 
generously to hiswneedy brethren, 
and Paul prays that his life of prac- 
tical love may be effectual. This 
goodness is to be acknowledged as 
due to Christ. 


Joy In Love 

“Vor I had much joy and com- 
fort in thy love, Because the hearts 
of the saints have been refreshed 
through thee, brother.” We should 
feel great joy and encouragement 
when we see real love in some fel- 
low believer, 

“Wherefore, though I 
the boldness in Christ 
thee that which is befitting, yet 
for love's sake I rather beseech, 
being such a one as Paul the aged, 
and now a prisoner also of Jesus 
Christ.” Paul would rather that his 
request should be’ granted because 
of their personal affection than be- 
cause of his Apostolic authority, 

Paul’s Plea For Onesimus 

“IT beseech thee for my child, 
whom I have begotten in my 
bonds, Onesimus, who once was 
unprofitable to thee, but now is 
profitable to thee and me.” Ones- 
imus was an unprofitable bond- 
servant. But since his conversion 
he had become profitable to Paul 
by his devoted attention and ser- 
vice, 

True Christian Courtesy 

“Whom I have sent back to thee 
in his own person, that is, my very 
heart: whom I fain would have 
kept with me, that in thy behalf 
he might minister unto “me in the 
bonds of the gospel: but without 
thy mind I would do nothing; that 
thy goodness should not be as of 
necessity, but of free will.” Paul 
sends back Onesimtts because to 
retain him would be to get a bene- 
fit. from Philemon whether willing 
or not, afd Phileuien'’s good had 
always been willifigly givéim Paul 
showed true Christian courtesy) 
which is @ combination of consider- 
ateness, humility and love, 

Paul's Request 

“For perhaps. he was. therefore 
parted from thee for a season, that 
thou shouldst have him forever.” 
Paul reminds the master that his 
slave would be returning to him 
forever; forever on earth and then 
hereafter, 

“No longer as a servant, a broth- 
er beloved, specially to me, but 
how «much rather to thee, both in 
the flesh and in the Lord. If ‘then 
thou countest me a partner, re- 
ceive him as thyself.” Onesimus 
was specially dear to Paul for he 
was his own son In the faith. Paul 
desires Philemon~to receive and 
welcome Onesimus as though he 
were giving a welobme to* himself 

“But If he hath wronged thee at 
all, or oweth thee aught, put vhat 
to mine account; I Paul write it 
with mine own hand, I will repay 
Mt: that I say not unto thee that 
thou oweet to me even thine own 
eelf besides.” 

What a fine spirit Paul shows; 
he ia willing to meet the debt of

War Bill Will Pass ; 


Trillion Dollar Mark 


By the end of ‘this year the cost 
of the war to all belligerent nations 
will be near the almost unimagin- 
able total of a trillion dollars, says 
the Winnipeg Free Press. The bill 
will pass the trillion mark in 1945, 


/aceording to figures compiled by 


the Tax Institute of New York. A 
trillion doliars is a million million 
or a thousand billion—a sum never 
used in human history before to 


reckon the cost of war or any other ° 


activity. 

The Tax Institute calculates that 
the Axis so far has spent about the 
game amount on the war as the 
United Nations. But the balance of 


“expenditures is now shifting rapidly 


and this year the United Nations 
will spend $150 billions as against 
an estimated total Axis expendi- 
ture of $50 billions. It must be re- 
membered, of course, that a dollar 
will buy more in the Axis countries 
than in the Allied countries, where 
wages and living standards are 


higher. 


Lend-Lease Trucks 
Aid Russian Drive 


Nearly 250 planes, more than 230 
tanks, and 7,000 other military mo- 
tor vehicles a week were «ent over- 
seas from the United States to Al- 
lied nations during January and 
February the Lend-Lease 
program, Leo. T. Crowley, United 
States Foreign Economic Adminis- 
trator, reported. 

Ms. Crowley credited tens of 
thousands of Lend-Lease trucks 
with playing a vital role in the 
Soviet westward drive in the Uk- 
raine and Crimea. 

Furthermore, Soviet - produced 
tanks were augmented in the offen- 
sive drives by Lend-Lease General 
Shermans, Mr. Crowley added. 

Since March 11, 1941, the United 
States has produced more than 165,- 
000 planes, 59,000 tanks and 2,000,- 
000 other military vehicles, Mr. 
Crowley reported, adding that the 
United States retained four-fifths 
of the planes and two-thirds of the 
other equipment.

Respecting further restrictions in the sale of 
Spirituous Liquors in the Province of Ontario 


has S€ume necessary to reduce saan the amount of Spirits which can 
be by individual pérmit holders in the Province of Ontario. 
This is something over which the Liquor Control Board of Ontario has 
no discretionary authority. Under P.C, 11374 the Dominion Goyern- 
ment limited the amount of spirits which could be obtained for sale iti 
the Province of Ontario to 70 percent of the amount obtained from 
November Ist, 1941, to October 31st, 1942. That means that by the 
order of the Dominion Government there became available in Ontario 
for anual sale 1,153,594 gallons of proof spirits. 


It is a problem in simple arithmetic. 


All that the Board can do is to adjust the quantity available to holders of 
— so that the total amount procurable for sale under the Dominion 

vernment Order P.C. 11374 can be distributed throughout the whole 
year. Due to the increase in the number of permits, and the extent to 
which the permit holders are Eorceesteg spirits each month, it now 
becomes necessary to reduce the amount which can oe 0 
individual permit holders or there will be no spirits available for sale 
during the closing months of the present year. The following table 
shows in simple form exactly what has been taking place:

Frest Trees Come 
Through Winter Well 


With very little damage done to 
trees by the winter weather, pro- 
aspects for the 1944 fruit crop at the 
momem look very promising, ac- 
cording to E. F. Palmer, Director 
of the. Horticultural Experimental 
Farm at Vineland. In an interview, 
Mr, Palmer stated that the orch- 
ards had come through the winter 
very well and that the budding on 
the trees was particularly heavy. 

With reference to the peach 
crop” prospects, Mr. Palmer said 
that there was a very heavy bud- 
ding, to such an extent that some 
thinning ont might be necessary, 
He pointed out that, as a result 
of the very unfavourable weather 
of a year ago, the peach orchards 


_had suffered considerable perman- 


em damage and that about 2% 
of the trees bad been killed in the 
Niagara Peninsula. Growers were 
finding great difficulty in securing 
stocks of young peach trees to re- 
place those killed and it would take 
at least four or five years to make 
foo the losses suffered last year. 

ith continued favourable weather 
conditions however, he was confi- 
dent that the peach crop would be 
much better than in 1943, when it 
wae only 26% of a normal crop. 
Other fruits have also wintered 
well and budding is considered sat- 
isfactory,

WAR - 


There is one long, hard task of 
the war that the British Navy has 
almost completed; it has practical- 
ly stopped German imports of 
munitions from outside Europe, 
writes F. H. G,, in The Vancouv- 
er Province. Relentlessly the 
Navy has tightened its grip about 
Germany's throat until one supply 
line after anotlier has been stop- 
ped. tacclrag 

It has been a long struggle, as 
it was in the last war, hut in the 
last two years or so the Navy has 
had valuable aid from the Air 
Force. 


Now Spring is here again and 
no more German ships will try to 
teach Europe from the Far East. 
Blockade-running is over for this 
season; it may well be over for 
the war. 

In the Winter of 1940-41 Ger- 
many was able to import cargoes 
from: French overseas territories 
via Unoccupied France—especially 
rubber from Saigon. The Royal 
Navy stopped that traffic. Mica 
and meat were imported from 
Madagascar. The Royal Navy 
stopped that traffic by sinking ene 
ship. / 

‘Most Serious Blow 

During 1941 and “1942 other 
routes through the blockade were 
stopped. German ships ceased to 
attempt to cross the South Atlan- 
tic from neutral South American 
ports. But the most serious blow to 
German supplies’ was the Allied 
occupation of French North Africa 
in the Autumn of 1942, That stop- 
ped all imports into Europe by 
small vessels sailing from Medi- 
terranean ports. 

By the end of 1942 Germany 
was left with only one country 
outside Europe from which to ob- 
tain the rubber, tin and edible oils 
whe needed—Japan. But Japan 
needed other things: machine tools, 
ball-bearings, and especially :mod-

Exchange System Broken Down 

No ships left Europe for Japan. 
Several were ready and loaded; 
two were so badly damaged in port 
they could not have sailed: the rest 
have never sailed for some un- 
announced reason. The system of 
exchange has broken down. It may 
be that Germany did not wish to 
risk the ships; it may be that Ger- 
Many could no longer spare ball- 
bearings and machine tools for Ja- 
pan. 

Today, out of 80 vessels that 
during the last two years were en- 
gaged in running the blockade bet- 
ween Japan and Europe, only 10 
are left. Out of those 10 several 
are badly damaged, and nearly all 
of them are in European ports un- 
der the eyes of the R.A.F, Only 
one or two are left in Japan, and 
it may be doubted whether the Ja- 


panese will be willing to send any 


more cargoes to Europe 
they have got something in 
change. 
Allied Sea Power Grows 

Germany's need to import car- 
goes from overseas was proof of her 
failure to make Europe self-suffi- 
cient. Her attempt to import car- 
goes in unescorted merchantmen, 
relying on speed and evasion, was 
a result of her lack of sea power. 
The fact that these supplies are 
coming to an end at the very time 
when Germany needs them most 
is a result of the steady growth of 
Allied sea power.

Among Post-War planners, the 
Canadian Paint, Varnish and Lac- 
quer Association, with 95 per 
cent of the paint manufacturers 
and dealers of Canada backing 
the scheme, is unique. Aithough 
wartime sales te. higher than 
they have ever been, the industry 
counts on a still further expansion 
when the war is over. 


An aggressive and dynamic. sel- 
ling policy is being outlined to 
members of the Association at 
various city and provincial group 
meetings by pointing out that a 
wide campaign of advertising and 
publicjty would open new selling 
fields if manufacturers and sup- 
pliers placed before Canadians 
all the hitherto  little-mentioned 
attributes of their products. For 
years paint has been known 
chiefly as a beautifier, protector 
and preservative. It also has 
decided assets as a protection 
against fire, as a fighter against 
germs and disease, as an improver 
of health amd vision, as a pro- 
duct that could lessen strain and 
fatigue, make work more pleasant, 
living more enjoyable and the 
world a brighter place in which 
to live. 

In the eyes of the paint indus- 
try, Canada today is paint shabby, 
rural shabby, and urban shabby and 
industrial maintenance has suffered 
a letdown. Everywhere there is a 
crying need for the application of 
the old slogan “Save the surface 
‘and you save all.”

What Adequate Physical Training 
- Is Urged For Every Child of 
School Age In Canada 


Upbuikding of the health of the 
ha:lon the pleasant way,—through 
creation, is the object of Can- 
da’s newly appointed National 
founcil of .Physical Fitness under 
¢ National Physical Fitness Act 
assed some months ago. 

The Council which held its first 
@onference last week in Ottawa, 
urges all communities to set up 
their own physical fitness program 
in co-operation with provincial and 

Dominion Councils, and “realizing 


= “the lack of recreational opportuni- 


in rural areas,” urges that 
rovincial Councils give special 
attention to this aspect of physical 
tness. 
. . “ 

It further recommends that allt 
school boards consider placing 
their facilities at the disposal of 
responsible community  organiza- 
tions in the interests of national 
physical fitness, and urges provin- 
tial departments of education to 
Provide adequate physical training 
or every child of school age, The 
conference also endorsed the prin- 
ciple of more active home, family 
and = neighbourhood recreational 
programs, and will work for the 
¢stablishment of recreation leader- 


ship courses and expansion of 
physical education.

Major Ian Eisenhardt, the Na- 
tional Director of the program and 
chairman of the Council visualizes 
the program as including not only 
sports, calisthenics and gymnastics 
but dancing, music, drama and 
kindred subjects in which old and 
young can take part.

Growers Urged 
To Disinfest. All 
Used Potato Bags 


In order to prevent the 
ther spread of Bacterial Ring 
Rot disease potato growers are 
urged to disinfect all used pota- 
bags before they are again 
allowed to corice i contact with 
says R. E, Goodin, 
Fieldman, Crops, Seeds and 
Weeds Branch of the Ontairo 
Department of Agriculture. 

Bags should be soaked for two 
hours in a solution containing one 
pint formalin in forty gallons of 
water. These may afterwards be 
quickly dried at this time of year 
by spreading out over the grass 
or hanging over a fence. Another 
method used by some potato 
growers is by using a hand 
sprayer and a solution containing 
one pint formalin with one pint 
water, This solution is sprayed 
On about every fourth or fifth bag 
in the pile, after which the en- 
tire pile of bags is left covered 
overnight with a heavy blanket 
or tarpaulin.

Invasion Maps

A report made public by _ the 
United States War Department 
said that 125,000,000 maps -had been 
prepared so that the invasion for- 
ces could “know exactly where 
they were going” after they landed. 

The making of these maps was 
“one of the most elaborate  pro- 
jects of the war” and depended 
largely on aerial photography and 
“thousands of tiny pieces of infor- 
mation smuggled out under the 
noses of the Germans,” the depart- 
ment said, 

“In war, maps are as important 
as food; you can’t travel without 
them,” the report explained. “They 
have to be accurate, and, strange 
as it may seem, before the war, no 
usable maps of Europe existed.” 

There were plenty of maps, but 
they were out of date. They 
showed roads and buildings that 
no longer existed, and-.they failed 
to show many terrain features. 


Secret Of Invasion 


e Weapons Well Kept 


The Allied Army f Liberation 
rammed Hitler's Westwall with 
many secret weapons in use for the 
first time. 

While not disclosing the types 
and actual number of these weap- 
ons, the British Ministry of Supply 
said factories had been manufactur- 
ing them for many months past 
undér the greatest secrecy. Often 
workers themselves did not know 
what they were making. 

The weapons, many so vital they 
were made in small parts at widely 


separated plants, were brought to-> 


gether only for final assembly. 
Workers. in these plants were 
pledged to secrecy — and they 
kept the trust.

Mussolini's residual 
Fascist Government has had only 
a shadow of influence and author- 
ity sifice the surrender of the King. 
But what substance that shadow 
still enjoyed derived largely from 
the fact that Rome was still in 
Axis hands. With the fall of Rome 
to nothing. When

there is still an Italy in the Axis. 

And not to be overlooked is the 
Vatican. So long as German troops 
patrolled the boundaries of Vati- 
can City, the Papacy was forced to 
mold its voice always with an eye 
to this fact. Osservatore Romano, 
the Vatican daily newspaper, has 
been forced to heed German wish- 
es to circulate in Rome itself, 

That comes to an end with the 
fall of Rome. Whatever the Vati- 
can may with to say that it has 
not been saying in the past can be 
spoken freely now Rome is free,

Four. years ago a 
man could pick and choose his employ- 
ment, his employer, but he cannot do 
that today. Today any man to se- 
cure a job must go to the local of- 
fice of Selective Service. At that of- 
fice he is given a permit which he 
must carry with him to the place 
where there is an opening for a man. 
Tf he is employed there and he doesn’t 
like his job he must give his employ- 
er seven days notice in writing and 
the employer has to do the same for 
him if he wishes to discharge him. In 
certain classes men are frozen to their 
jobs, they cannot leave them unless

After its second reading, the new 
Farm Loan Improvement bill, 
a‘med at providing credit facilities 
at reasonable interest rates for 
making permanent improvements, 
went to the Banking and Com- 
merce Committee at the end of the 
week, 

The proposed legislation would 
provide for credit up to $3,000, ob- 
tainable from chartered banks at 
not more than 5% simple interest, 
and repayable up te a miximum of 
10 years, in the case of larger 
loans.- It would bridge the gap be- 
tween loans made under the Farm 
Loan Board and slort term loans 
for seed, feed, etc., and is designed 
for the purpose of making imnrove- 
ments such as purchase of agr‘cul- 
tural implements or livestock: pur- 
chase or installation of agricuitural 
equipment or a farm electric sys- 
tem, or alteration or improvement 
of a system alrealy installed: and 
tor fencing, drainage or building. 
For these loans, it is proposed to 
require the chartered banks to 
lake ‘the kind of security available 
to them under the Bank Act, the 

Minister of Finance explained, ex- 
cept in the case of larger loans 
for which special provision will be 
made in the bill. Thus a loan for 
the purchase of a binder will ‘ve 
sectued by a charge on the binder 
vself, and a loan for the install- 
ation of a farm electric system by 
a charge of both the movable and 
aff.xed parts of the system 

The Government would guarantee 
each bank loss up to 10% of the 
agpregate amount of loans made 
by it under the prescribed con- 
ditions, such guarantee to be ef- 
fective for a maximum of $2,500,000, 
of loans made within a period of 
three years,

COMPLEMENTARY FEEDING 


By complementary feeding we 
mean the giving of additional food 
immediately after 
the baby has nursed. 
In all cases where 
the supply of breast 
milk is deficient — it 
should be comple- 
mented with a suit- 
able artificial food, The chief pur- 
pose of this feeding is to maintain 
baby’s normal growth while we 
endeavour to bring up the mother's 
supply, 


We must first\ascertain the daily 


allowance of food necessary for 
baby’s age and weight. Having 
discovered what baby needs for 


one day, we proceed to find out 
what he actually gets in-a day. The 
method of test weighing is as fol- 
lows:— Weigh baby in his clothes 
before and after each nursing and 
make up with the artificial feeding 
what he should have for his age 
anf weight When test weighing 
baby you will find that he does not 
obtain an equal amount of milk at 
each Usually he obtains 
larger feedings in the morning and

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New U. S. Superfortresses Strike 


Mighty Blow At Industrial Japan 


America struck a mighty blow 
_ against Japan last week, says The 
New York Times. Making their 
first offensive thrust against Nip- 
pon's home islands, the new B-39 
Superfortresses, operating from 
bases in China, struck at industrial 
Japan in the longest-ranged air raid 


in history. 


The air blow at Japan brought 
into play a battleship of the air that 
reduced the Flying Fortress, Liber- 
ator, Lancaster and Halifax to the 
status of medium bombers, De- 
signed and built under . wartime 
pressure, the Superfortress’ 141.2- 
foot wingspan compared with the 
103 feet of the Fortress; its 98- 
foot length to the Fortress’ 73-foot 
length. It is-armed with 50-caliber 
machine guns and 20-mm. cannon 
mounted in power turrets that can 
be swung in all directions. Powered 
by four 2,200-horsepower Wright 
engines (the Flying Fortress uses 
four 1,200-horsepower engines) it 
is reported able to carry more 
“bombs farther and faster than any 
other plane in the world, perhaps 
reach a fifth of the way around the 
world. 

Days of Preparation 

A tremendous effort was re- 
quired to bring these huge planes 
into combat. In India tens of thou- 
sands of Indians and thousands of 
Americans labored building rear 
bases for the big ships, The Ame- 
ricans worked sixteen and eighteen 
hours a day and astonished British 
“old India hands” by persuading 
Indians to work similar hours, In 
China, where advanced bases were 
built, the task was even more dif- 
ficult. 


The story of how the B-29 bases 
in China were built is one of the 
most inspiring of the war. Plans 
for the bases were developed in 
Washington in the fall of 1948. In 
mid-January, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek ordered the greatest con- 
scription of man-power in Chinese 
history since construction of the 
Great Wall 2,000 years ago. 

Within 17 days, an initial force 
of 200,000 Chinese peasants and 
been assembled at the site in West 
China and the work began without 
cement mixing, rock crushing or 
road building machinery, or other 
mechanical devices. 


The power was provided by hu- 
man beings; the equipment was 
their hands. The force sometimes 
numbered 430,000. 

The crushed rock used for -each 
of the fields was enough for a 20- 
foot wide highway 60 miles in 
length. Teh Chinese also built bar- 
racks for crews of the B-29's but 
material was scarce so the build- 
ings were primitive. affairs, 

2600-Mile Trip 

Almost a year to the day after 
the first Superfortresses rolled off 
the assembly lines, the Twentieth 
Air Force, Set up espegally for 
these huge aircraft, to employ them 
for strategic purposes anywhere in 
the world, sent tem out for their 
first major mission over the east 
China Sea to Japan, a trip out and 
yack that could not have been less 
than 2,600°miles and was probably 
much more. Long-range flights in 
the European theatre seldom ex- 
ceed 1,900 miles, 

The first Superfortresses arrived 
over their target, Yawata, center 
of the Japanese steel | industry, 
source of perhaps 80 per cent of 
Japan's pig iron, at 10:50 in the 
evening, sent huge  block-busters 
down on the forest of chimneys 
below. Japanese searchlights sought 
out the tiny specks that may have 


been 30,000 feet or more in the air. 
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hill-country, whereof Jehovah 
spoke in that day; for thou heard- 
est in that day how the Anakim 
were there, and cities great and 
fortified: it may be that Jehovah 
will be with me, and I shall drive 
them out, as Jehovah spoke.”

Success Through Faith 

“And they gave Hebron unto 
Caleb, as Moses had spoken: and 
he drove out thence the three sons 
of Anak. And the children of Ben- 
jamin in Jerusalem unto this-day.” 
Caleb was # man of faith and com- 
pletely succeeded in the difficult 
tasks which he believed God led 
him to undertake; the children of 
Isracl equally promised victory over 
their enemies, did not complete 
these victories as they should, but 
failed to utterly drive out the ene-

All But Four Return 

All but four of the Superfortress- 
es came back safely. Two were 
lost in operational accidents and 
the crew of one was saved, One 
was downed by the Japanese, The 
fourth is listed as “missing.” Jap- 
anese propagandists told their peo- 
ple: “We should not think that we 
have been passively attacked, but 
that we have actively pulled the 
enemy toward us.” Allied, obsery- 
ers estimated the raid had knocked 
out 15 per cent of Japan’s © steel 
production, at least temporarily, — 

The attack opened the possibility 
that soon Japan would ‘suffer the 
same kind of strategic bombing 
that has cut so heavily into Ger- 
man war production. Japan, ex- 
perts have pointed out, is more 
vulnerable to air attack than Ger- 
many. Japan’s industry is largely 
concentrated in six major areas, 
four of them on the island of Hon- 
shu and two on the island of Kyu. 
shu, It* would take less effort to 
spread havoc here than it did to 
damage Germany’s more widely 
scattered industrial centers.

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That Dominion Reconstruction 
Committee Advocates Standard 
Of Farm Homes Be Raised 


The farm home, long overlooked 
in community planning, comes in 
for consideration in the report of 
the Dominion Reconstruction Com- 
mittee appointed by the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa. ‘ 

The building of 94,000 farm 
dwellings in the first ten years af- 
ter the war is recommended by the 
subcommittee on Housing and 
Community Planning. In the same 
period the subcommittee’s report 
urges repair of 188,000 farm homes. 
Tt also advocates new homes for 
those now sharine their . homes 
with other families, and provision 
of cottages for farm laborers. 

Two out of every five farm 
dwellings in Canada are in need of 
repairs to foundations, walls. roofs, 
chimneys, windows or doors, the 
report of the subcommittee ad- 
vises. Four out of five have no 
electricity, In every 100, 93 lack 
bathing facilities or flush toilets. 

Examining this report, Frank 
Shefrin, a Dominion Department 
of Agriculutre economist, com- 
ments, “For the first time we have 
&® report on housing and commu- 
nity planning which deals not only 
with the shelter of urban dwellers 
but makes specific recommenda- 
tons... to raise substantially the 
standard of farm housing.”

Even The Lowly 
Cattail Goes To War 


It seems like a far try from the 
common cattail of the mafshlands 
to life preservers and sleeping bags, 
but recent events have found a 
commercial outlet for the hitherto 
useless cattail, * says the Calgary 
Herald. The round, sausage- 
shaped fruiting heads of the plant 
are Compact masses of seeds, bear- 
ing hainlike appendages by which 
the seeds are wafted-about in the 
wind. These threads are hollow, 
light and fluffy — an excellent 
material for buoyancy and insula- 
tion, Hence, their value for life pre- 
servers! Why not also for sleeping 
bags? Now the cattail harvest is 
a thriving business in many mar- 


shes, and a new plant industry has 
been born,
